Status Clouded 


Anti-Red Junta

Teachers Hit 


COLUM BUS, Ohio (A P ) — Ohio 
cannot go on justifying “ an infer­ 
ior education taught by inferior 
people who can ’t get a job any­ 
where else,” Gov. Michael V. Di- 
Salle told delegates to the second 
Statehouse Conference on E duca­ 
tion today. 
D iSalle said the need for better 
teachers, m ore schools and equiD- 
ment, and the in creases in t 'l 
state’s population m ade it n eces­ 
sary to increase the budget allo­ 
cation for education by $75 8 m il­ 
lion over two y ears ago to an 
overall total of $650 million. 
He said foe increase am ounts 
to about $289 m ore per 30-pupil 
classroom . 
A 12-month school year at the 
elem entary and high school level 
is not the answ er to the state’s 
school problem s, 
most delegates 
to the conference believe. 
But many think the state univer­ 
sities should operate year-aroujid 
on a six-day week basis. 
Sum m aries of conclusions reach ­ 
ed at local m eetings in October 
and N ovem ber w ere offered today 
as the single-day education confer­ 
ence opened. A fter discussions by 
the more than 3.000 delegates— 
who will divide into groups of IO 
—final conference conclusions will 
be tabulated for a report late in 
the dav.

FBI Action 


CLEVELAND (A P)—Instead of 
boarding the SS United States for 
a leisurely trip to Europe. Mike 
John Koury today will be making 
an appearance before a United 
States com m issioner to answer a 
charge of bank robbery. 
FBI agents arm ed with a w ar­ 
rant charging the 43-year-old Can­ 
ton man with the $41,510 holdup of 
a W'ooster bank on April 23, 1959, 
intercepted Koury at the Akron- 
Canton A irport W ednesday night 
as he asked for a flight reserv a­ 
tion in the nam e of “ J. John.” 
A United Air Lines official said 
there “ w asn’t really any excite­ 
ment. But a lot of people in the 
lobby got shook up when these 
five men moved in on John or 
Koury and got his hands up in 
the air.” 
Koury was to fly to New York 
W ednesday night 
to 
board 
t h e 
luxury liner, scheduled to sail to­ 
day. 
The FBI brought him here to 
appear before Com missioner H er­ 
bert A. Horn on a charge of rob­ 
bing the Highland P ark Shopping 
Center branch 
of the Com m er­ 
cial Banking & Trust Co. 
The bank, at the north edge of 
Wooster on Ohio 3. was robbed 
by two men described as swarthy 
and 
well 
dressed. 
Armed 
with 
snub - nosed revolvers, the two 
herded Richard Tracey, m anager 
of the branch, and a teller into a 
back room. They looted a vault 
and walked out with a paper bag 
full of money. 


WASHINGTON 
(A P) — Presi­ 
dent Kennedy has been in office 
only six days but the crushing 
problem s and mighty responsibili­ 
ties of it already have stam ped 
him in m anner and appearance. 
He was a deeply serious man 
W ednesday in his first presiden­ 
tial news conte ence. 
He listened intently, with total 
concentration, 
to 
the 
questions. 
Som etim es, 
he 
looked 
a 
little 
w ary. 
Once or 
twice, 
a 
slight 
frown notched his forehead be­ 
tween his eyes. He spoke more 
slowly than usual, carefully choos­ 
ing his 
words. 
He smiled 
only 
once—whereas, before, a certain 
jauntiness 
and sparkling humor 
invariably appeared when he met 
the correspondents. 
This first news conference also 
was history’s 
first live-televised 
presidential question and answer 
session. 
(President 
Eisenhower 
held one in San Francisco prior 
to the 1956 Republican convention, 
but it was about politics, not the 
problem s of governm ent.) 
This fact, however, probably did 
not account for the deeply thought­ 
ful, alm ost preoccupied air that 
Kennedy wore. 
He had appeared on TV many 
tim es, as a senator and a candi­ 
date, and deftly fielded questions 
from reporters. The cam era nev­ 
er appeared to awe him. 
Nor did he give any sign that 
he was conscious of a vast TV 
audience watching him and the 
radio audience 
listening to the 
broadcast from the auditorium in 
the State D epartm ent.

utes of the conference than he 
looked last Friday noon when he 
took the oath of office.

American Youth Goes Soft 


cal development, children of Japan, Den- 
Norwegian children attend school six 
davis; a week and snend one hour everv dav 
in physical fitness exercises. American 
school children are on a five-day week and 
average one hour a week in exercise, which 
u s u a l l y consists of taking turns par­ 
ticipating in softball or some other team 
athletic contest. 
European children walk to school, even if 
it is miles from their homes. American 
children ride to school, even if it is within 
sight of their front doors. Television is not 
common to European homes and outdoor 
play activities still occupy most of a child's 
free time. 
American children — and adults, too. for 
that m atter — now average more time im­ 
mobile before their TV screens than they 
devote to physical fitness programs. 
From all fields of endeavor — military, 
industry, schools and sports — complaints 
are becoming louder that Americans be­ 
come so soft they c a n n o t pass mediocre 
physical tests. Lack of physical coordin­ 
ation. poor agility and low endurance, it 
is widely charged, have become liabil­ 
ities to the satisfactory completion of nor­ 
mal everyday tasks. 
Tests adm inistered by the American As­ 
sociation for Health, Physical Education 
and Recreation have shown that British 
girls have better physical stam ina than 
American boys, that British boys are supe­ 
rior to Am erican boys in six of seven phy­ 
sical tests given, and that B r i t i s h boys 
are inferior to the world average. In physi- 


mnrk «r»H most European countries 
run circles around American youngsters. 
In correlative tests designed to discov­ 
er what influences physical fitness most, 
the association m ade annual surveys in 
Hannibal, Mo., each of the six years that 
city has had television. Each year as the 
upward curve of additional viewers con­ 
tinued, the downward index of physical 
fitness d r o p p e d to an almost constant 
ratio. 
There are m any factors peculiar to the 
United States, or more exaggeraged here 
than elsewhere, which work against good 
p h y s i c a l fitness. Less physical labor 
at home and at work, entertainm ent view­ 
ed at home instead of participated in on the 
out-side, the meteoric rise of the automo­ 
bile and a resultant hazard in attempting 
to walk anywhere, and a general attitude 
that m anual labor of any sort is something 
to be avoided at all cost. 
The cost of avoidance is evident. It is a 
weak body, a restless attitude and the be­ 
ginning of physical decadence.

Red China is conducting a world­ 
wide propaganda of hate against 
the United States. It is using all its 
weapons to force a war between 
the U n i t e d States and Soviet 
Russia in the wily belief that Pek­ 
ing can take advantage of both 
countries during such a war. Its 
theories are based on the strategic 
adage, “ Let you and him fight.” 
We are now engaged in a battle 
of wits against Red China, in a bat­ 
tle which we have been losing be­ 
cause we have no effective propa­ 
gandistic weapons to use against 
Red China among those who now 
hold the votes in the United Nat­ 
ions — the non • white peoples. 
There are many in this country 
who refuse to recognize our dan­ 
gerous dilemma They are so mov­ 
ed emotionally by local situations 
that they cannot see the peril of 
their attitude. The pity of it is that 
the China i s s u e may be the 
springboard for war.

NEW YORK (AP)—The United 
States is heading into its fourth 
year of red ink in its international 
finances. But the deficit—a prime 
reason for our loss of gold and 
for 
fears 
about 
the 
dollar’s 
strength—may 
drop 
by 
almost 
one-half this year compared to 
1960’s worrisome drain. 
These are the views of a group 
of economists and financial offi­ 
cers of some of the top U. S. cor­ 
porations doing international busi­ 
ness. They forecast this year’s 
balance of payments deficit at $1.9 
billion 
against 
1960’s 
estimated 
$3.2 billion. 
At the same time some observ­ 
ers in Britain—a nation that got 
a big chunk of U. S. financial aid 
in the postwar years—point out 
that the United States can stop 
the deficits and the gold and dol­ 
lar drain at any time. 
The latest, the Daily Express in 
London, says whenever President 
Kennedy’s advisers wish they can 
cut spending on “ military proj­ 
ects abroad and on economic aid 
to foreign countries.” The paper 
says that’s what is causing the 
drain and it adds, “financial aid 
rarely helps the country that re­ 
ceives it.” It says, now', that Brit­ 
ain should have stood “ on her ow’n 
two feet.”

NEW YORK (AP)—A “ real im­ 
provement”

steel production 
now is in prospect for March, the 
Iron Age said this w'eek. 
Said the metalworking weekly 
magazine: 
“Some good automotive orders 
came out of Detroit last week— 
but 
for 
March tonnage. 
March 
now is shaping up 
much better 
than January and February. 
“ Much of the set back tonnage 
has been booked for March and 
the 
rate 
of 
ordering 
for 
the 
month looks much better than the 
January-February period.” 
The current 
market was de­ 
scribed as a standoff—with severe 
order cutbacks from the auto in­ 
dustry for flat 
-rolled products 
counter • balancing improvement 
in orders from general steel users. 
The magazine noted pickups in 
new orders from farm implement 
makers, 
appliance 
makers, 
oil 
country 
goods 
jobbers, 
general 
steel users,” Iron Age said. 
Cited as an encouraging sign 
was increasing evidence that most 
steel users are now buying for 
current 
use 
instead 
of 
cutting 
back inventories. 
“This in itself is a good prop 
in the market and gives hope for 
a strong seasonal upturn when and 
if auto sales pick up,” the mag­ 
azine said.

It puts the 1961 outflow of dol­ 
lars this way: Commercial im ­ 
ports of goods and raw materials

It thinks that 
transportation, travel and miscel­ 
laneous services will add $4.9 bil­ 
lion, about the same as last year. 
The group expects military ex­ 
penditures to drop by $300 million 
to $2.7 billion. And it thinks for­ 
eigners will take $900 million, the 
same as last year, in returns on 
their investments here. 
But another $5.8 billion will be 
spent abroad. The group breaks 
this down into a net outflow of 
private capital of $2.3 billion, gov­ 
ernment capital of $1.2 billion, 
government economic aid of $1.7 
billion, and private remittances of 
$600 million. 
The grand total outflow thus 
comes to $29.3 billion, down $800 
million from 1960. 
The group thinks this decrease 
in dollar outflow will be due in

The President issued an execu­ 
tive order Tuesday expanding the 
authority of George S. McGovern, 
director of the program , and re­ 
ceived a White House task force 
report calling for still further e x ­ 
pansion of the program . 
The 30-page report by the group

Lincoln, 
Columbus, Ohio, insurance exec­ 
utive, also proposed a world food 
conference 
and 
food-for-peace 
m issions to be sent to poorer na­ 
tion. 
The task force called for im ­ 
m ediate 
appropriation 
by 
Con­ 
gress of at least $2 billion addi­ 
tional for the fiscal year ending 
June 30. 
The report also called for a five- 
year program 
with disposal au 
thorizations doubling the current 
annual $1.5 billion in sales of sur­ 
plus com m odities for foreign lo 
cal currencies. 
Congress also should authorize 
outright 
grants of surplus farm 
products at a rate of up to $500 
million a year, the task force said.

Abandoned wooden houses, board­ 
ed up and rotting in the rain, 
som e being torn apart for kin­ 
dling, stand as grim sym bols of 
the soul-killing unem ploym ent that 
grips the southern W est Virginia 
coal fields. 


Dirty children, hungry and ill 
clothed, and sad faced men stand 
along muddy roads and stare into 
the 
m ountains. 
The 
mines 
are 
shut. 
Row after row of em pty stores 
display — with optimism — “for 
rent” signs along the main streets 
of once prosperous 
coal 
towns. 
The m ines are shut. 
Half-m ile long lines of empty 
coal cars stand m utely on rail­ 
road sidings waiting for cargoes 
that will never com e. The m :nes 
are shut. 
“The 
day 
before 
last 
Christ­ 
m as,” reports a civic leader in 
a coal town, “ I delivered a $20 
food parcel to a m iner’s fam .ly 
for my church. There was a hus­ 
band, a w ife, and, I think, six 
children. 
The 
day 
after 
New 
Y ear’s I returned to deliver an­ 
other package. Do you know that 
woman said the second package 
was the first bit of food to enter 
that 
house 
since 
my 
previous 
visit?” 
Reports a housew ife who helped 
in the state’s 1960 census. 
“You 
wouldn’t 
believe 
it 
but 
some fam ilies reported that not 
a cent—not a cent, mind you, had 
com e into their house for a whole 
year.” 
This is the depressed area of 
West Virginia, one of the worst 
in the nation— an area that may 
never again—at least in the fore­ 
seeable future—be cured of its ills, 
To help such areas the new ad­ 
ministration of President Kenne- 
day has given top priority to leg­ 
islation providing for government 
help to im prove existing industrial 
plants, attract new industry and 
retrain unem ployed workers. 
Very few in these parts see this 
—or 
anything 
much 
else—as 
a 
solution to the area’s woes. 
For the coal fields of West Vir­ 
ginia 
have 
been 
sorely 
hit 
by 
mechanization 
through 
which 
a 
com parative handful of men now 
produce as 
much, if not more, 
coal than scores did som e years 
back. 
And coal, which once dispersed 
wealth with ease, has had to ab 
dicate in the face of changes in 
consum er and industrial tastes in 
fuel. 
Production has failed to rise be­ 
cause railroads switched to die­ 
sels 
and 
electrification; 
homes 
and industries changed to oil and 
gas; foreign residual oil found its 
place 
in 
c o a ls 
traditional 
east 
coast m arkets, and som e foreign 
countries put up tariffs against 
American coal. 
It is unlikely these m arkets will 
be regained and even if produc­ 
tion should rise it is alm ost im 


possible the old tim e em ploym ent 
will ever return. 
W’hat m akes it even worse is 
that the situation m ay have little 
connection with the state of the 
nation’s health. Things don't get 
much better during the nation’s 
prosperity. 
But 
they get 
worse 
during recession. 
The depression in coal also has 
caused unemployment in other in­ 
dustries dependent on it. Addition­ 
ally, the state’s glass ware indus­ 
try has found stiff competition in 
foreign im ports, leading to other 
layoffs and cutbacks. 
As a result, som e 85,000 persons 
are out of work in West Virginia. 
Between 30,000 and 35.000 
have 
exhausted 
their 
unemployment 
benefits. At least 250,000 persons 
last D ecem ber were receiving sur­ 
plus food com m odities from t h e 
U.S. 
Departm ent 
of Agriculture 
and another 40,000 were eligible 
for surplus food. 


Tile unem ploym ent rate in the 
state is from IO to 12 per cent, 
com pared to a national figure of 
6.4 
per 
cent. 
In 
coal-producing 
M cDowell County the rate is 28.9 
per cent. 


In the IO years from 1950 to 
1960,

dropped from 2,500,522 to 1.860,- 
000.

Few Ike Budget 


Items To Change 


WASHINGTON (A P )—The Ken- 
nedy 
administration 
today 
an­ 
nounced it will change only a few 
item s in the budget form er P resi­ 
dent Eisenhow er sent to Congress 
earlier this month. 


In 
a 
directive 
to 
all 
agency 
heads, Budget Director David E. 
B ell said a broad review of all 
federal 
program s 
will 
have 
to 
wait until President Kennedy pre­ 
pares his first com plete budget 
which w ill go to Congress in Jan­ 
uary 1962. 


Eisenhow er’s 
budget, 
sent 
to 
Congress last week, w as for the 
fiscal year beginning next July I. 
It estim ated spending at $80 9 bil­ 
lion and revenues at $82.3 billion. 
E isenhow er foresaw a surplus of 
nearly $1.5 billion. 


Such industries as power and 
oil and gas have expanded and 
provided new jobs in the Kana­ 
wha Valley around Charleston and 
new industries such as chem icals, 
wood processing, m etals, plastics 
and 
rubber 
fabrication, 
have 
moved into the Ohio River Valley 
in the last five years. 
This 
is 
expected 
to 
provide 
more than 6,000 new jobs in the 
Charleston area by 1963 and 19,- 
600 in the W heeling area. 
Hope is also held for new indus­ 
tries and expansion in north cen ­ 
tral West Virginia and the eastern 
part on the Virginia border.

a sm all dent in the coal fields ' 
unem ploym ent on top of an in- 
creased labor force. 


To help combat unem ploym ent, j 
the state has started som e public 
works; new Gov. W. W. Barron 
increased 
the 
tax 
on 
consum er 
purchases 
to 
raise 
money 
for 
more public works and conserva­ 
tion program s; the state has be­ 
gun thorough studies of manpow­ 
er needs of the future with an eye 
for w holesale straining of unem ­ 
ployed coal 
miners 
and others. 
Among sm all com m unities there 
is a spirit of determ ination to im ­ 
prove their towns, straighten out 
tax laws, build better roads and 
com m unications 
facilities, 
new 
schools and recreational facilities. 
All with an eye to attracting new 
industries. 
There is 
much talk 
heard of 
turning 
beautiful 
West 
Virginia 
into a tourists’ paradise. 
Plans are also being discussed 
for more research in other uses 
of coal to create new industries 
in the state and more production, 
as well as the establishm ent of 
local industries to process such 
natural resources 
as tim ber in­ 
stead 
of 
shipping 
this 
natural 
wealth outside. 
But these are off in the dis­ 
tance. The problem in the coal 
areas is im m ediate.

and counted 149,322 waterfowl. Of 
that num ber 147,846 were ducks 
and 1,476 geese. 
The survey was made in coop 
eration with the U.S. Fish and 
Wildlife Service. The count this 
year is a 94 per cent increase 
over 1960, and 60 per cent more 
than the 10-year ave.age, Martin­ 
son said. But he added that this 
figure is very probably exaggerat­ 
ed by about 50,000 mergansers dis­ 
covered far off shore in L aie Erie. 
an area not surveyed in previous 
years. 
“ A substantial increase, 27 per 
cent, is evident in the total game 
ducks and is primarily due to the 
increase in black ducks" Martin­

said.

Most Northern communities, he 
said, have similar policies which 
require children to attend schools 
in the neighborhoods where they 
live. 
Judge Irving R. Kaufman is-

segregated 
grammar 
school. He ordered the board to 
devise a plan to desegregate the 
94 per cent Negro Lincoln School 
starting no later than the 1961-62 
school year.
